US Transitional dates and subtypes from 1836 thru 1840 

By Arno Safran 

In 1834, after a hiatus of thirty years, it was decided to 
prepare complete US coin sets as potential gifts to foreign leaders. The 
problem was that no silver dollars or ten dollar gold eagles had been 
struck since 1804 although the silver Draped Bust dollars that were 
struck in 1804 were actually dated 1803. Mint Director Samuel Moore 
asked then Chief Engraver William Kneass to produce a US Mint set 
that would include all ten authorized denominations which eventually 
displayed the famed newly struck 1804 Draped Bust dollar and a 
restrike of the original $10.00 gold Eagle design last struck in 1804.

As a result of this project, Robert Maskell Patterson-who 
became the new Mint Director in 1836—decided to begin coining silver 
dollars again but with a new design type resembling that of Britannia 
seen on a number of large size British coins. This resulted in the 
striking of the magnificent Gobrecht dollar portraying Miss Liberty 
Seated on the obverse based on a sketch by Thomas Sully and .a 
soaring Eagle in a sea of stars on the reverse sketched by artist Titian 
Peale. 1,000 proof coins of Christian Gobrecht’s new silver dollar were 
released into circulation at the end of 1836. In 1837, six hundred more 
were issued on March 31 but with the 1836 date. These were struck in 
medal-tum as opposed to coin-tum as a way of indicating an increase in 
silver fineness from .8294 to .900. Collectors—with the financial means 
to do so-have enjoyed pairing the two 1836 design types as transitional 
sub-types but recent research by numismatic scholar Robert W. Julian 
now believes that the mintage of these along with those dated 1838 and 
1839 with the stars moved from the reverse to the obverse were all 
melted due to problems in the minting process and the last three issues 
are all considered later restrikes surviving today in small numbers.

As collectors become more involved in numismatics, some 
enjoy the collecting of two different design types displaying the 
same date such as the two half-dimes-types shown above. Such 
an occurrence is referred to as a transitional date pairing and 
they are fairly numerous throughout the history of United States 
coinage. The dimes struck in 1837 also transitioned from the 
Capped Bust obverse and Spread eagle reverse to the Liberty 
Seated no stars obverse and Laurel wreath reverse later in the 
year forming a second set of transitional dates for the collector 
to acquire as neither denomination is considered rare. 


The Transitional Sub-types of 1838 



The obverses of the 1838-0 and P Liberty Seated no stars and 
with-stars. The Half-dimes are at left and the dimes are at the right 
In this instance, the differences only appear on the obverses. 


In 1838, the New Orleans Mint began operations and 
started to strike silver coinage featuring Christian Gobrecht’s 
new Liberty Seated dimes and half-dimes that were originally 
designed with no stars on the obverse, similar to those that were 
introduced in 1837 at the Philadelphia Mint. In 1838, Mint 
Director Robert Masked Patterson had second thoughts on the 
“no stars” obverse and requested that the 13 stars be moved 
from the reverse to the obverse on the half-dimes and dimes. 
The Philadelphia Mint did so accordingly but word arrived too 
late for the New Orleans Mint to comply. As a result the 1838 
dimes and half-dimes come with obverses with no stars for the 
1838-0 and with stars on the 1838-P. Such parings are known 
as transitional date sub-types.

The two types shown directly above for the 1838 quarters 
are another example of transitional date pairings but in this case, 
the Liberty Seated type already displays the thirteen stars on the 
obverse while the reverses appear to be virtually identical. No 
quarters were struck at the New Orleans Mint in 1838.

By this time, it was evident that the striking of the 
soaring eagle on the reverse was becoming too problematic, so 
Mint Director Patterson ordered Gobrecht to replace artist Titian 
Peale’s soaring eagle design concept with former Asst, engraver 
John Reich’s spread eagle on the reverse. 

The size of the eagle on the Lib. Std. type (shown at right) 
has been reduced slightly yet the spacing of the lettering in the 
Legend, united states of America is a bit larger and closer 
with the a result, it does not appear as clear as the lettering on 
the Cap Bust obverse type shown at left, so while the two types 
would represent a transitional date, it also displays a minor 
transitional sub-type regarding the reverses.

Pictured directly above are what appears to be two 
identical 1838 Liberty Seated quarters albeit in different grades. 
The reverse of the one shown atop displays open claws on the 
reverse while the one directly below shows closed claws in the 
same spot, the far scarcer of the two. This would tend to 
represent simply a scarcer die variety and not that of a 
transitional sub-type.

An 1836 Lettered Edge Capped Bust half-dollar at left graded VF-30 
and an 1836 Reeded Edge half-dollar at right graded XF-45 
[Use 3X glass or magnify to 200% to view details.] 

Two years earlier, in 1836, the Philadelphia Mint struck a 
record 6,545,000 lettered edge Capped Bust half dollars using the older 
screw press. With the new steam press recently installed, Asst. Mint 
Engraver Christian Gobrecht was asked by Mint Director Robert 
Maskell Patterson to reduce the size of the half-dollar from 32.5 mm to 
30 mm and replace the lettered edge with a reeded edge. Despite both 
the obverse and reverse of the altered type appearing quite similar in 
design to the lettered edge Cap Bust half; the Reeded Edge half-dollar 
is considered more a sub-type than an entirely new design type. 

Over the years the reported mintage for the 1836 Reeded 
Edge half-dollar was a scant 1,200 but PCGS’s COINFACTS has 
updated the figure to 5,000 on its web-site. When the XF-45 example 
shown above as acquired in 1992, the retail price was $1,700. Today it 
is listed at $4,250 with recent auction prices close to that figure.

In 1839, it became the half-dollar denomination’s turn for the 
Cap Bust obverse to be replaced by the Liberty Seated type 
during the same year but after an undisclosed number were 
struck at the Philadelphia mint, Gobrecht was asked to add more 
drapery to Miss Liberty’s gown near the elbow. That sub-type 
was struck in far greater numbers than the no drapery sub-type 
with both versions being included in the 1,972,400 mintages. 



The obverses of the 1839 Liberty Seated dollar

The transitional sub-types for the no drapery and with 
drapery features are somewhat subtle and can best be observed 
by looking under Miss Liberty’s arm holding the staff with the 
Phrygian cap on the right side of the coin. The particular 
example of the coin at left exhibits a glow under her elbow 
while the coin at right shows drapery continuing downward to 
her leg. Just as subtle is the size of the rock on the left of the 
shield. On the “no drapery sub-type, the rock Miss Liberty is 
seated on is slightly larger and closer to the first star than the 
with drapery sub-type at right. Far fewer versions of the no 
drapery sub-type were struck with the result that it is a much 
more expensive coin than the with drapery sub-type.

After altering the drapery of Miss Liberty’s gown on 
the half-dollars of 1839, Mint Director Patterson, ordered the 
drapery on Miss Liberty’s gown from the elbow to be widened 
on the quarters, dimes and half-dimes in 1840. This edict added 
three more transitional sub-types for the hobbyist to collect.

In 1840, the Philadelphia Mint produced only the with 
drapery version while the New Orleans Mint struck both the no 
drapery and with drapery sub-types as shown at the bottom of column 
two on the preceding page. The no drapery version had a reported 
mintage 382,000 compared with just 43,000 for the 1840-0 with 
drapery yet the no drapery sub-type is the scarcer of the two, an 
enigma that continues to this day.

While the two minor silver denominations display the same 
minor sub-types regarding the no drapery vs. the with drapery , there is 
one other pronounced change in the design. If the reader will look at 
the shield positions of each, the one with the no drapery at the left side 
of each denomination also retains the slanted shield, similar to those on 
the quarter and half-dollars but on the with drapery half-dime and dime 
pictured on the left of each denomination, the shield now appears in an 
upright position. See enlargements below!

During this timeframe, Mint Director Robert Maskell 
Patterson brought in Robert Ball Hughes, a recently arrived engraver 
from England to make the necessary changes in order for the Liberty 
Seated dollar to be produced more efficiently. The central device on the 
obverse was widened as well as flattened and the Soaring eagle on the 
reverse was replaced by John Reich’s old spread eagle resulting in the 
final design-type for the Lib. Std. quarters, halves and dollars. The 
metamorphosis from artistry to mediocrity was complete.

I recently found in a junk box a circulated Trench 5 centimes 
coin dated 1855 and catalogued K777.5 with the Bust of 
Napoleon III on the obverse. There is nothing exciting about the 
coin except it had SEDAN stamped onto the obverse portrait. I 
knew the stamp had nothing to do with a car but was not sure 
what it meant. It was time to hit the books and internet. 



Napoleon III, the nephew of Napoleon I (the guy with 
his hand in his shirt), was elected the 1st president of Prance 
from 1848 to 1852. The constitution prevented him for running 
for president again, so he seized power and established the 
Second Trench Empire, becoming Emperor until 1870. The part 
of his reign of interest is the Lranco-Prussian War (19 July 
1870-28 January 1871). 

The Germans dominated the conflict and in Sedan, 
Trance (1-2 September 1871) the Germans defeated the Trench 
and captured Napoleon III. This led to the overthrow of the 
Second Empire and establishment of the Third Republic which 
negotiated an armistice with Germany in January 1871. After 
the armistice, Napoleon III was released and went into exile in 
England where he died 9 January 1873. 

Napoleon III was blamed for the loss of the war and the 
suffering the Trench had to endure. Napoleon III portrait on 
coins was defaced with stamps stating Sedan, 1870, lache 
(coward), traitre (traitor) and others as well as satirical 
alterations to the designs on the coins. The coins were used as 
propaganda by the Trench to express their anger at Napoleon III 
for his failures. 

Unlike today, coins were used extensively in 
commerce in 19th century Trance. The low value of this coin 
meant that it would have been used by the commoners and the 
message would have been seen by many citizens and could 
influence their political opinion to favor the Republic. It could 
be considered the social media of the 19th century. 

To me this is a very historical coin and now will reside 
in my collection instead of wallowing in a junk box.

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The Educational Bank notes, Series of 1896

The $2.00 Educational Silver Certificate, Series of 1896 
[Courtesy of Wikipedia) [Enlarge page to fill screen.] 

The $2 note represents Science presenting steam and 
electricity to Commerce and Manufacture 

The face of the $2.00 Series of 1896 silver certificate 
displays an allegorical picture of three mature women clad in 
classical Greek dress style. The woman atop at the center 
represents Science with Commerce and Manufacture being the 
females at the sides while the two lightly-clad youths represent 
steam and electricity. The back of the $2.00 educational note 
portrays inventor Robert Fulton who invented the Steam ship 
away back in 1807 and Samuel F. B. Morse who invented the 
telegraph in 1844. The artists who were involved in the Bureau 
of Engraving’s efforts to create the lovely $2.00 bank note were 
E.H. Blashfield, Will H. Low, S Reinhart and Walter Shirlaw. 

Today virtually all our paper money denominations are 
Federal Reserve notes but back in the 19 th century, our paper 
money was not only issued in larger dimensions, but also in 
more denominations with a variety of exquisite artistry.. They 
also provided a wider variety of categories and conditions, such 
as 1) Demand notes, used to pay soldiers during the Civil War, 
2. Legal tender notes (except for paying foreign debts), known 
as Federal Reserve notes today, 3) interest baring notes, (like a 
short term savings bond), 4) national bank notes, 5) silver 
certificates permitting the bank teller to change your $2.00 
silver certificate for two-dollars in silver coinage and also 6) 
gold certificates intended for larger business transactions where 
one could receive gold coins in change. 

The $2.00 Educational silver certificate shown above 
was probably used a little more than a regular Federal reserve 
$2.00 bill is used today, a pity because both types are attractive 
works of art as compared with the still current $1.00 bill.
